Sakamoto first came to America to follow the 
footsteps of his father who originally migrated here 
in 1904 to work on the railroad and later to work 
in a nursery, according to an autobiography that 
Sakamoto wrote first in Japanese and then in 
English. The youth traveled alone aboard ship 
for 14 days before arriving in San Francisco. 

He worked on his Uncle Mayeda’s strawberry 
farm in Gardena with his father for a year before 
deciding to learn English and attend school. At 
first, he says, his English was so poor that they 
put him in a class with 7- and 8-year-old students. 
Soon he was transferred to 5th grade, however, 
and later moved to La Jolla where he found 


For Yoshio Sakamoto, fittending the Olympics 
this year will be a stroke of deja vu since he 
also attended the Olympics here in 1932. 

“On that year in July, the 10th Olympic was 
held in Los Angeles ... At that time Japan 
was very strong in the swimming events and 
Mr. Miyazaki, 18 years old, won many games, 
and Mr. Manbu won and received the gold medal 
... It was exciting to hear Japan’s national 
anthem, ‘Kimigayo,’ with 70 thousands standing 
in the stadium,’’ Sakamoto, 81, told The News 
recently. 

He is in Sierra Madre visiting his daughter 
and son-in-law, Yoshimi and Arthur Tardiff, and 
this is a return trip to the United States since 
Sakamoto first came to the country in 1919

And in keeping with the patriotic 
tone set by the bouquets, the city governing group 
discussed the American flags that will be flown 24 
hours a day during the Olympics, a suggestion by 
the Sierra Madre Beautification Committee. The 
committee has also urged residents to fly flags at 
their homes and businesses during that interim.

Western Waste, Sierra Madre’s trash company, 
had their way again with the Sierra Madre City 
Council and won a 17.4% increase in the cost of 
refuse service this year. Although it is a jump for 
local citizens, it is at least less than the 29.4% ori¬ 
ginally requested by the company. 

Sierra Madre residents will pay $6.75 plus the 
$1 service charge that returns to the city. Com¬ 
mercial rates are set at $50 plus a $2 service charge. 

A year ago the company asked for 13.5% in¬ 
crease and were cut to 4.5% which, they said, 
did not cover the cost of operations. 

Council members defended the company when 
Sierra Madre resident Rose Avedesian shot several 
well-taken questions about the company’s service. 
Councilmembers went ahead to hand the trash 
company another increase after brief negotiations.

Picnic time 
and bug time 

Warm weather and summer sun are 
signs that It’s finally time for picnics, 
camping trips and outdoor sports. It Is 
also the time to remember that all play 
and no precaution can turn summertime 
fun into summertime discomfort. 

To help Southern Californians play It 
safe this summer, here are a few tips 
on trsating warm wsather problems. 

— Bites and stings: If fleas, ticks and 
mosquitos ars bugging you with their 
bites, treat the stings by removing sting¬ 
ers or venom sacs and applying Ice and 
calamine lotion. The Ice minimizes swsll- 
Ing and the lotion stops the Itch. Avoid 
scratching because bites can become In¬ 
fected. 

If you feel faint, break out with hives 
or a rash, or experience difficulty breath¬ 
ing, seek medical attention Immediately. 

— Poisonous plants: Summertlms can be 
ths perfect time for camping and hiking 
as long as you stay away from the poison 
oak. Ivy and sumac found In the woodsy 
areas of hiking trails. Don’t let them rub 
you the wrong way. 

Long-sleeved shirts, long pants and 
boots also provide good protection. 
Poisoning of the skin by these plante 
results in Itchy skin, pain and fever. Left 
untreated, the poison can spread through¬ 
out the body and develop Into more 
serious complications. 

— Sunburn: Sunburn Is probably the 
most common of all summertime prob¬ 
lems. At best, sunburn Is uncomfortable. 
At worst. It can cause skin cancer and 
Irreparable damage to skin cells. Lotions 
that block out the sun’s harmful rays 
provide the best protection. All sun- 
screena now have a Sun Protection Fac¬ 
tor (SPF) number, ranging from two which 
provides minimum sun protection, to 15 
which provides the most. Indicating their 
screening abilities. 

— Water sports: Drowning Is the fourth 
leading cause of accidental death In the 
United States and, among teenagers, 
ranks second only to motor vehicle deaths. 
Protect yourself and your loved ones by 
never swimming alone or In unguarded 
waters, and never going out In a boat 
that’s not manned by an experienced na¬ 
vigator and squipped with life Jackets. 

— Food poisoning: Bacteria which cause 
food poisoning flourish In warm weather. 
Severe caees result In fever, vomiting, 
diarrhea and cramps. To prevent food 
poisoning, keep all perishables ref¬ 
rigerated, especially meat and foods pre¬ 
pared with mayonnaise, whipped cream or 
other dairy products. 

Do not keep main dishes at room 
temperature for more than two hours and 
always store leftovers In shallow con¬ 
tainers. Bacteria cling to countertops and 
cutting boards, so be sure to wash hands, 
utensils and cooking surfaces after every 
use. 

— Sports Injuries: Heat exhaustion, water 
loss and playing beyond one’s physical 
abilities are the most common maladies 
associated with summer sports like run¬ 
ning, tennis and basketball. Take breaks 
and drink water to repIce body fluids lost 
during activity. 

If you feel overwhelmingly tired or 
experience muscle cramping, diarrhea or 
nausea, stop Immediately and cool down, 
since this can mean heat stroke. If symp¬ 
toms persist, seek medical attention 
Immediately.

Smoking in pubiic 
unfair to nonsmokers 

Why should smokers 
have the right to annoy or 
endanger those of us who 
choose not to smoke? 
Even though there has 
never been an effort made 
to enforce the difference 
of nonsmoking and 
smoking in public places 
such as restaurants and 
airplanes, there are still 
those areas which go over¬ 
looked. Elevators and 
stores for example are 
places where some smok¬ 
ers do not take into con¬ 
sideration those of us who 
do not smoke. 

Where inhaling smoke 
used to be called a dis¬ 
comfort or nuisance to 
nonsmokers, research now 
proves that “side-stream” 
or smoke from the ciga¬ 
rette contains even higher 
amounts of harmful 
chemicals. Nonsmokers 
are affected in many of 
the same ways as the 
smoker even though all 
the nonsmoker is doing 
is inhaling. They are af¬ 
fected wilth heart and 
lung disease. This pro¬ 
blem also causes reduc¬ 
tion or the inability of 
the circulation system to 
carry oxygen through the 
body. Symptoms such as 
allergies or colds that be¬ 
come more pronounced. 

So unfortunately a 
smoker’s right to smoke 


conflicts with a non- 
smokers right to breath 
clean air. Many non- 
smokers prefer not to 
say anything about the 
smoke to the smoker, 
even though they are an¬ 
noyed or disturbed. No¬ 
body is denying the smok¬ 
er their right to smoke, 
provided they exercise it 
in a place where the 
smoke does no endanger 
or annoy those of us 
who choose not to smoke. 

Many smokers are 
overlooking this matter, 
even though there are 
signs prohibiting smoking 
in the stores people are 
getting away with smok¬ 
ing because the stores do 
not enforce this matter! 
Only by exercising the 
nonsmoker’s rights to 
breath clean air will we 
let others know how we 
feel.

Santa Anita Park will 
offer general admission 
each day during the 
Olympic Games, allow¬ 
ing fans to watch the 
equestrian sports partici¬ 
pants training and to see 
competition on closed- 
circuit television. 

The inexpensive tick¬ 
ets will be sold at the 
gate on the day on which 
they will be used only. 
General admission will 
include access to watch 
training and some ex¬ 
hibits on non-competi¬ 


tion days. 

Santa Anita Park is 
the site of nine days of 
competition within the 
Olympic Games period 
of Saturday, July 28, 
through Sunday, Aug. 
12. The events are Three- 
Day Event dressage and 
stadium jumping tests, 
team and individual 
jumping, team and in¬ 
dividual dressage and 
jumping training compe¬ 
tition. 

The price of general 
admission will be $3 on 


non-competition days 
and on competition dates 
when no medals are 
awarded. On days when 
there is a ceremony to 
award medals, the price 
will be $S. 

General admission on 
days for viewing training

The ordinance pro¬ 
vides for quantitative 
limits at different lev¬ 
els for residential, 
commercial and pub¬ 
lic property. It dis¬ 
tinguishes between 
weekdays vs. night¬ 
time, Sundays and ho-

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lowed levels are much 
less. Special pro¬ 
visions are included 
for construction work, 
public events with am¬ 
plifying equipment, 
vehicle horns, schools, 
hospitals and chur¬ 
ches. 

It is declared un¬ 
lawful to operate a 
motor-driven vehicle 
so as to cause “a 
reasonable person of 
normal sensitiveness” 
discomfort or annoy¬ 
ance.

Mean¬ 
while, peel and pit the fruit, mash or finely 
chop. This should yield V 2 cup. Stir in the 
lemon juice to prevent discoloration. In a 
small mixer bowl, beat butter until light 
and creamy. Add the sugar or honey and 
the nutmeg. Continue beating until fluffy. 
With mixer on low speed, gradually add the 
mashed fruit, about a tablespoon at a time, 
beating well after each addition. Butter will 
not be perfectly smooth. Cover and chill 
up to 6 hours. Let butter stand at room 
temperature about 30 minutes before serving. 
Makes about 1 Vt cups.

I am happy to inform 
you that patriotism is not 
dead in America.

They 
never would have made 
it. 

Hopefully, our kids 
will tell their kids and on 
down the line that in that 
three seconds the rest of 
the world did not mat¬ 
ter because of their po¬ 
litics or what they think 
of us. Let the games 
begin. I’M READY.
